"If tlie farmers are .uo'mg to make 


a serious effort to reduce the wheat 
acreage they should cut their winter 
wheat acreage '2(1 per cent instead of 
the 15 per cenl which they indicat- 
ed recently 1o the Department of 
-Vurripullurc llwy oxperled to do". 
says Gray Silver, Washington Kcpre- 
scnlalivc of the American Farm Bur- 
eau Federation. 


"It is too early to state how much 


«f a reduction should lie made in the 
spring so-wn crop 'but it will be am- 
ple time to do this after it is cer- 
tain what acreage the farmers act- 
ually have sown to winter wheat and 
its 
^condition. 
The winter wheat 


crop comprises two thirds of our 
entire wheat acreage and therefore 
it is most important from the stand- 
point of reduction of acreage. 


"If there should be very little win- 


ter killing—and the abandonment of 
acreage from that cause varies from 
2 to 30 per cent—there would not 
necessarily be a material or even 
any reduction in yield next year if 
the reduction in 
acreage 
sown 


amount 
only to 15 per cent. We 


should make sure that the acreage 
is much smaller than a year ago. 


''The American Barm Bureau Fed- 


eration along with numerous other 
agencies for some time has been 
urging upon the farmers the neces- 
sity for adjusting irhe.ir production

General Practice »f Banks Is Hat 


Only Fairer to Farmers But it is 


Sounder Business 


The unfairness to the farmer of 


the Edison-Ford "commodity money" 
scheme, although ostensibly aimed 
to improve his economic position, is 
discussed in the present article, 
which is the third in a series pre- 
pared by the American Bankers As- 
sociation, reviewing the exposure' of 
the weaknesses of the plan as pre- 
sented by William T. Foster, Director 
of the Pollack Foundation for Eco- 
nomic Research. 


Briefly, the plan, sponsored by^ 


Thomas Edison and Henry Ford, 
would provide for Government ware- 
housing of 
basic 
commodities, 


against which currency would 
be 


loaned,- during- storage, - to the pro- 
ducer without interest, up to half the 
average value of the products for 
the previous twenty-five years. On 
the other half of the value the pro- 
ducer would receive 
certificates 


which he could sell or use for bank 
loans. 


In that provision 
allowing 
for 


Government loans only up to half 
the average value for 
twenty-five 


years Mr. Foster finds particular 
weakness in the scheme. He points 
out that prices have risen so high 
since 1896 that the farmer could 
borrow on most products much less 
than half the present value of the 
products—much less, in fact, than 
he 
could 
borrow directly 
from

.the banks. 
Loans on the other 


half the value, which would be vir- 
tually a second mortgage basis, -he 
says, would not be desirable for the 
banks. 


"The plan is not fair even to far- 


mers; it involves unjust discrimi- 
nation," Mr. Foster 
says. 
"The 


Edison plan fixes the loan values -of 
all products 
absolutely,1 uniformly 


and arbitrarily. It ignores the rela- 
tive prospects of different commodity 
markets. Only by the merest^chance 
would such a method give a fair loan 
— 
*^ 


valuation. Fifty percent of the) aver- 
age price for the previous twenty- 
five years would be too high for 
some commodities and too Irow for 


_ most of them. AYith such details the 


Edison plan is not concerned. 


'.'The general practice of the banks 


is not only fairer to farmers, but is 
sounder business. There is no justifi- 
cation for basing the loan value of 
anything upon average prices in past 
years. Sound bunking practice looks 
to tin; future. A bank—for the pro- 
tection of its depositors, if for no 
other reason—must consider above 
everything the prospects of getting 
its money back. And a fanner's pros- 
pects, of repaying a loan from 
the 


sale of his ^product depend entirely 
on future prices, not at all on the 
past prices. Last year's runs do not 
count in this year's game." 


As to the claim that the Edison 


plan would curb speculation in farm 
products, Mr. Foster says. 


"There is nothing in the Edison 


plan that would tend to abolish spec- 
ulation. Even alter the farmer had 
stored his products and 
oblaiued 


a 
loan 
from 
the 
Government, 


3ie 
would still 
be 
free to 
sell 


his 
products outirght 
to 
spec- 


ulators. The farmer would have all 
the inducements to sell that lie has 
today, and speculators would have 
all the inducements to buy. 


"Clearly, then, the Edison 
plan 


would not provide a 'money that is 
sounder than gold money; it' would 
not provide a money less subject to 
fluctuation in value; it would 
not 


enable fanners to obtain larger loans 
than' they can now obtain; it would 
not divorce agriculture from 
the 


banking system; and it would 
not 


eliminate speculation in 
farm pro- 


ducts."

in response to consumptive demand 
and thus eliminating to a consider- 
able degree tlie surplus wheat which 
annually breaks our markets and 
makes 'us largely dependent upon 
the 'World price for that commodity. 
It makes us compete with the Indi- 
an labor and coolie labor, the virgin 
lands of Argentina 
and the cheap 


lauds of Canada. The production of 
a surplus of any commodity is a 
waste. 


"The wheat acreage 
has 
been 


shifted materially in the last few 
years in our strcnous efforts to help 
'feed wheat to the world. During the 
last decade we increased the acreage 
sown something like 24 million acres 
in this country. We have only parti- 
ally, come back to a normal follow- 
ing the war. Those familiar with the 
increase in the wheat acreage dur- 
ing the war know that many hund- 
reds of thousands of acres were 
'brought under wheat which .under 
normal conditions would not have 
been considered prime wheat land 
and which were producing crops ot 
other kinds, 
frequently .profitable 


crops to which it now seems certain 
they should return.

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CUCUMBER AND 


MUSKMELON 
MOSAIC

Cucumber and imiskmelon mosaic 


has several distinctive signs but the 
disease may escape the eye of the 
gardner. The most noticeable effect 
is the dwarfing of the stems and 
leaves resulting 
in 
short bunchy 


stems and small crinkled 
leaves. 


Sometimes a plant mny start with 
a fine normal growth a:id then sud- 
denly seems to stop growing 'but will 
produce these small distorted lenv- 
es. 
The cucumbers on such vinos 


may be spotted with green and yel- 
low blotches or these mny be large 
green knobs giving the fruit a much 
distorted 
appearance. 
Muskmclon 


vines will be affected in the same 
way but the fruit seldom shows any 
•sign of the blotching. 


; This disease is well worth watch- 


ing for, and stamping out as soon as 


it appears because it will not only 
prevent the formation of fruit on 
the plants that 
become 
diseased 


while young bat 
will also render 


practically worthless the fruit that 
set on vines which become diseased 
later. 


This disease has its weed assoc- 


iates, the milkweed and pokeweed. 
The perennial wild cucumber is also 
dangerous. By the eradication of the 
weeds the disease can be eliminated. 
In case the disease does appear in 
some of the cucumber or muskmel- 
on plants they should be removed 
and destroyed since they will be a 
source of danger to the rest of the 
plants.

The para-di-chloro-benzene treat- 


ment for destroying peach tree bor- 
ers has proven so successful in In- 
diana that most of the peach grow- 
ers of the state are using the treat- 
ment, as a regular practice each fall. 
The Snethodi is simple, thoroughly 
effective, and is practicable not only 
in commercial orchards but in home 
orchards as well. 


Para-di-chloro-benzcne, which is a 


flaky or granular material having an 
ether-like odor, is now available at 
many local insecticide dealers in the 
state, 'but if your dealer docs not 
have it .your county 
agricultural 


agent can, give you the names of 
reliable dealers. 


The fall application' should 
be 


made about the last half of Sep- 
tember. If applied 'before this time 
some of the unhatched eggs may not 
be killed and if applied too late in 
the fall, cold weather may inter- 
fere with its effectiveness. The ma- 
trial is applied in a ring on the soil 
at the base of the tree, care being 
taken that it does not 'toneh the 
trunk. 
Several shovels of soil are 


then placed about the base to cov- 
er the insecticide. Vigorous one and 
two-year old trees can be treated 
with i ounce ('by measure) per tree 
and the mound of soil removed about 
21 or 3 weeks after treatment. Three 
and four year old trees can 
be 


treated with one ounce, by measure, 
per troe. One pound will thus treat 
twenty 6-year old or older trees. 


Complete details of the methods 


are given in Extension Leaflet 121 
which will 'be sent free by addressing 
the Purdue Agricultural Extension 
Department, Lafayette, Indiana. 


WHEAT GREATEST HOG FEED 
Prof. L. A. Weaver, of Missouri 


University, says, "We fed a pen of 
ten pigs wheat for one hundred and 
twenty days, and corn to another pen 
for the same time. It 
took 483 


pounds of wheat to produce a pound 
of pork and 582 pounds of corn. In 
other words, the wheat produced 
gains 25 .percent faster, and it made 
a pound of pork on one pound less 
gain. With <>orn worth 85 cents per 
bushel, wheat is worth $1.11 as hog 
feed." With <rood, thrifty pigs wheat 
can be marketed at cost, if not a 
profit.
